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6* The following is the situation in Greeoe as ABCAPEXJXA pictures 
It from tha operational point of views There are large Ruslan and 
smaller Ukrainian colonies which have existed in Greece since the Rus- 
lan Revolution* In Athens and generally In Greece* there are & great 
nuatoer of nixed Ukrainian- Oreek couples who moved from the Ukraine to 
Greeoe daring World War II* (There were nanny Greeks who lived near the 
Blank Sen and also In the Kherson* Hrkoiayyiv and specifically In 
Odessa itoo Harried Ukrainian women* These couples moved to Greeoe vh an 
the Germans occupied the Ukraine*) Ue feels the RX3 and its front organ- 
isation* the Mikhailov Coenlttee for the Return to the Homeland* have not 
left these people in peace and probably has carried out an effective pro- 
gram of reomltMnt among these folk, therefore* his primary Initial 
task will be to study the modus operandl of the RIS* Be also will have 
to take Into account the Greeks who during World War U went or returned 
to Greeoe after having been inculcated with Slavonic culture and languages 
and who* as a result* may have become disenchanted one way or another 
with their Greek homeland. Be feels this is the type of individual on 
whloh moat attention should be placed since they will be most vulnerable 
to RIS approaches for purposes of recruitment* 


A* Mount Athos i He feels one of the primary targets for the RIS, 
and therefore should also be targeted by Western is's* Is Mount Athoe 
(or Afon* as he otherwise identifies It) . It maintains Mission, Ukrainian, 
Ramadan* Bulgarian, Serbian and other national monasteries. At this time, 
the Soviet Union and the Peoples Republics have taken an interest In the 
monasteries of their nationalities on Mount Athos* not only sending monks 
to study er work there but also financing the "monastery republic". AS- 
CAfSLXKA feels his aim should bet determine the nature of the HIS Inter- 
est In Noust Athos* QUs would mean his task would be to identify the 
work methods and tactics of the HIS among the various emigre' groups* mix- 
ed marriages and even among Greek oiti saury in Greeoe. It would also 
mean he would have to determine how the Soviets are attempting to obtain 
control of indlvlAial Eastern Patriarchates* many of which are administrated 
by Greek bishops and clergy. 


8* The above are ABCAPBLIH/l'a thoughts, albeit very loose and gener- 
al* regarding tbs queries set out by Athens and his thoughts regarding 
the task which he sees ahead of him* It is proposed that* if end when 
Headquarters decides to transfer A8CAPEUH/1 to Athens* he should make a 
two-three week visit to Athens to make a preliminary survey for his own 
enlightenment. During this visit* he will renew and make new acquaint- 
ances end obtain an orientation regarding problems be will be facing in 
terms of transferring to* and working or studying in* Greeoe.

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X. Subject# born XX Noveaber 1912, In Zakoaarle, Western Ukraine, 
beosae a aaabtr of the Ukrainian Military Organization (OVO) In 1928# 
and upon reorg a nization of the latter group, entered Into the Organisa- 
tion of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUM) In 1929. ho beoane an Instructor 
of an illegal underground youth section of the GUN in January 19}*# and 
upon arrest of nany of the leaders of the OUM hone land executive ooe- 
alttee In Noveaber 19}*# Subject was given duties aa Organisation Refer- 
ent* In 1935# Subject becaae publisher of a national is tio, anti -Bolshevik 
new paper of the OUM and was arrested by the follsh government In Septea- 
her 1933 and Imprisoned for three aonthe* He was again arrested in July 
1937 by the Polish governaent awl was released in September 1939 upon 
outbreak of the Genam-Follsh war. 

2* Upon direction of OUM officials. Subject agreed, in Noveaber 
1939# to beooae a aeaber of the Oaraan counterintelligence servloe. 

Until April 19*3# Subject eerved# on a regular and part tine basis# with 
various sections of the Geraan Intelligence service and was a w arded 
several deoorations for his successes in counterintelligence operations 
directed against the USSR. 

3* Subject, who had earlier studied at a theological school, was 
ordained during the latter part of 19**. Proa 3eptert>er 19*3 to April 
1937# he was employed as an instructor In a private Ukrainian gyviaslua 
at Salzburg# teaching courses In the Bible and in Latin, and also served 
as representative of the Anti -Bolshevik Block of Nations (ABN) in Salz- 
burg, and the Tyrol, Since April 19*7* Subject has been residing in 
ftmloh, where he has held the post of Chancellor of the Holy Autocephalio 
Church of Poland In Qeraeny. He was chief o f the Seourlty Service (SB) 
of the foreign Section of the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists led 
by Stefan BMQBRA (ACh/OUN or OUM/fe) until August 19*8 when be left this 
organization and concentrated his intelligence efforts for KUBARK.

1* Background - General i ABCAPKLDi/l, now under Munich Operations 
Base control* Is a qualified, capable* professional CE informant who 
has been used tor KUBAHK in Austria and Germany since 19*7# and who has 
previously Indicated willingness to leave Germany for personal reasons 
and because of an increasingly tight operational situation. For these 
reasons and Am to his havlg circulated among the sane unwitting inform- 
ants for a long period of tine* Headquarters was also interested in 
investigating his transfer* but negotiations ware deferred. 


2. Background - Intelligence ! ABCAPKUN/1 is a Ukrainian of Middle 
age who has been employed by KUBAHK as an informant since 19to» He has 
been motive in intelligence since the 1920*3 and Is eztremslyfcapehle 
In discreetly obtaining information from a wide variety of sources* As 
a non-party man* he bos earned the confidence and confidences of a var- 
iety of Ukrainian political leaders* He has also supplied KUBAHK with 
ccunterintelllgenoe/ 1 counterespionage Information* as well ss positive 
intelligence an overt and covert activities of Ukrainian* Polish* Soviet 
and Gexmsn political* social* welfare and para-military emigre groups 
in Germany and in other countries of Western Europe. He has also pro- 
vided name traces* character studies, etc.* concerning oertaln former 
Iron Curtain personalities who are now in Western Europe. It has often 
been said of ABCAFKUH/l that he pocgggggg, t>y» requ irements p* _n*tnr»i r 
AC'- "id Mars»Kit w . In view ~of ^5fis~ experiences „ natural Inclinations and pro- 
American orientation* working for the Americans Is the logical course for 
him to follow* He la willing to report on the emigration in the belief 
that be can help to uncover Soviet penetrations and to bring about a 
unification of the various emigre political camps. 


Motivation 1 Subject is anti-Soviet and against Russian imperial- 
ism* and he also opposes the Soviet regime on religious grounds* He 
would like to see a free* independent Ukraine. 

4. Security * 

a. ABCAPKLiH/l Is by inclination very security conscious* a 
fact which has been demonstrated on aany occasions. 

b. notwithstanding the above, we feel that the following Incid- 
ents might have some bearing on fttyect's security: 

1) In April 1957# a Mulch pouch was inadvertantly routed to 
UPSWING* Assuming that UPSWING would have copied the documents, they 
should have had no trouble in deducing that AECAPELINA was our agent in 
view of the coamenta contained In the dispatch and the nature of ABC A PE - 

not mentioned. 
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2) On ood occasion, a Soviet staffer (RX3) stated to one 
of our double agents that ABCAPBUH/1 was In the employ of tbs American 
Intelligence Servloe, only that and nothing more. The Staffer did not 
elaborate. 

5. Prodtaoticn* La view of ABCAPSLIH/l's intelligence background 
and his keen grasp of political, religious and eoonomlc situations, he 
bee proved ertret»ly helpful In his ability to predict Soviet 

Intentions and interpret and constructively criticise* Soviet policy. 

This baa been especially true In our efforts to coabet the aach.1 nations 
In West Germany of tbs Bast Berlin Coandttee for the Return to the Boat/ 
land* Numerous counterespionage and operational l eads have been supplied 
by Subjeot. The reliability axul value of his reports are finely estab- 
lished. 


6. Salary 1 The salary paid Subject locally Is $200.00 per rath in 
local c ur re n cy. An additional $200.00 per sooth la placed In his escrow 
account. A contingency fund totaling $300.00 has been set aside for an 
eventual transfer of ABCAFELIMA and effects, and he will be provided with 
$150.00 for key money for living quarters. 

7. Klsoellaneous x Subject stems from a good, solid-middle class 
Ukrainian family. He has no germaggn t mistress es, he Is not addicted to 
drags and his gaahllng is nil. Be is a light smoker and an occasional 
drinker of wine or beer. He la an intelligent n operator" who knows how 
to "keep his nose dean 11 , can be glib whan necessary and baa great 
presence of mind - quite capable of playing the alleged role. Incident- 
ally, Subject previously delayed his eadgratlon (via IRQ sponsorship) to 
the doited States at our request. As a result, we have guaranteed pass- 
age for him (and hie wife - should he marry) to the United States under 
provision* of P.L.110. Should hie emigration to the United States mater- 
ialize, he would like to continue working with AIS. Subject's language 
qualifications Include Ukrainian, Polish, toe* lan, Latin and German (all 
good). Beoaase of hie academic and Hngulatlo background It la felt 
that he can learn the French language within a reasonable period of time. 
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
